State Income Per Capita In LfOs Angeles County Up 


California ta.xpayers filed 
more tliaui eight million state 
income tax returns last year 
and reported over $111 bil¬ 
lion in adjusted gross’ in¬ 
come to the Franchise Tax 
Board. 

The returns filed during 
1977 for the 1976 tax year 
showed an $11.5 billion gain 
over the $100 billion ad¬ 
justed gross income reported 
Ihe prior year. 

The median adjusted gross 
income for all returns was 
$10,469, according to Allan 
Desin, research and statis¬ 
tics manager for the depart¬ 
ment. This was an Increase 
of $411, or four per cent, 
over 1975, Desin said in re¬ 
leasing the departm e.n t’s 
county by courrty personal 
income tax statistics. 

Median is the income half 
way betwee.n the highest and 
the lowest. Half of all re¬ 
turns report incomes that are 
greater and half report in- 
cc>mes that are less than the 
median. . 

For married couples filing 
jointly, the median adjusted 
gross income was $16,730, aoi 
increase of $1,365, or nine 
per cent over 1975. 

Adjusted gross income on 
joint returns is indicative of 
“average family income,” 
although ,not the same as 


actual household, which can- 
.not be derived from tax re- 
turnes. Income such as so¬ 
cial security, .unemployment 
benefits and welfare pay¬ 
ments are .not included on 
tax returns. More than 90 
per cent of Califor n i a’s 
civilian population is repre¬ 
sented on tax returns as 
either taxpayers or depen¬ 
dents. 

Contra Costa County re¬ 
tained its number one posi¬ 
tion with the highest median 
income for all returns, $14,- 
395, Marin County again had 
the highest median lor joint 
returns, $23,051. Los Angeles 
County, comprising one-third 
of all returns filed ranged 


21st in the state with a me¬ 
dian income of $10,075 for 
all returns and 11th with a 
median income of $16,791 for 
joint returns.

For example, the major in¬ 
dustrial plants in this state 
may never be sold. They 
would then carry their 1975 
assessments (plus two per 
cent per year) indefinitely.

7. The initiative is unclear 
as to the relationship of the 
one per cent limit and the' 
homeowners exemption. It 
seems to imply that the limit 
w’ill cx)me after the exemp¬ 
tion. This would produce a 
property tax increase for 
many low - value ho m e s 
(market value: ($10,000 or 
less). 

8. This lilmt only applies : 
to real property. Will this 
mear. higher taxes on per¬ 
sonal property? 

9. Subdivision (a) of Sec¬ 
tion 1 states: “The limita¬ 
tion provided for in sub- 
dvision (a) shall not apply to 
ad valorem taxes or special 
assessmeits to pay the In¬ 
terest and redemption 
charges on any indebtedness 
approved by the voters prior 
to the time this section be¬ 
comes effectivte. This provi¬ 
sion would appear to invali¬ 
date levies for outstanding 
bonds which were not voted 
on. Such bond issues could 
go Into default. 

Since funds to pay exis¬ 
ting redevelopment agency 
bonds are not excluded, the 
impoct of the (noe jrer cent 
limit on redevelopment agen¬ 
cies is likely t ocause default 
on some redevelo p m e n t 
agency issues. 

10. The measpre appears 
to prohibit any future G.O. 
bond issues for any purjxrse. 
even if such are v'oted by a 
tw'o-thlrds vote of the peo-' 
pie. How are new, needed 
capital faciltles to be built? 
How will local governments 
construct needed facilities for 
water? The people are also 
prohibited from raising a 
local property tax rate for 
a city, county or school pur¬ 
pose by a vote to provide a 
necessary service or to re 
spond to an emergency (e.g. 
earthqpake, flood, drought, 
fires).

In its last session the legislature passed 1104 bills, 
some to increase property taxes, Propositions 1, 2 and 8, 
but not on real tax relief bill. Vote no oin 1. 2 and 8, 
and yes on 13. 

The one per cent tax limit does not reduce tax 
exemptions for senior citizens. It does not abolish exemp¬ 
tions for churches anr charitable organizations. It does 
not touoh veterans benefits. It does ot raise income taxes 
or sales taxes. 

The amendment does put seven billion dollars a year 
back into the hands of the taxpayers, and they can well 
use tliLs money to pay their envn expenses. The purpo.se 
of a free government is to enrich its people, not ‘ts bur¬ 
eaucrats. 

It is significant the one per cent property tax limit 
amendment will be number 13 on the June 6 ballot. Sig¬ 
nificant because tlu^ nation was founded bj- 13 colonies 
who rebelled against repressive taxation. They won, and 
the United States of America was bom, a nation of limited 
government and limited taxation. 

Now in 1978, we in California can commemorate this 
great event, not with swords but with votes at the ballot 
box.

Rental Refunds 
Due Taxpayers 

California reinters who 
don’t have enough taxable 
income to meet the state re¬ 
quirements for filing income 
tax returns may be losing 
$.37. 

Elvery year some low in¬ 
come renters become aware 
for the first time that they 
are eligible for the $37 
renters credit despite the fact 
the law has been on the 
books for a number of years. 

UnJike most credits claimed 
with tax returns, this is not 
a credit against tax but a 
refundable amount if there 
is no tax liability, according 
to the Franchise Tax Board. 

Prior to 1976 the credit 
ranged from $25 to $45, do 
pending on the taxpayer’s 
income. For most renters .not 
required to file a return, the 
cr^it was $25. 

'The requirements are sim 
pie, according to Assistant 
Executive Officer Ja m e s 
Gesntz. You must be a Cali¬ 
fornia resident and a renter 
on March 1 of the tax year. 
You are not eligible if you 
receive a homeowner’s ex- 
emeption, are claimed as a 
dependent by another occu¬ 
pant of the re.nted residence, 
live in a residence exempt 
from property tax, or re¬ 
ceive welfare pay m e n t s 
which include an allowance 
for housing. 

'The eligibility of renters 
who receive assistance undei 
the Supplemental Seoirity 
Income Progp-am and the 
State Supplementary Pr o - 
gram (SSI-SSP) is unde¬ 
cided. There is now a class 
action suit challenging whe¬ 
ther SSI-SSP (the Gold 
Checkl actually includes an 
allowance for housing. 

While eligibility of these 
claimants will be deter¬ 
mined by the courts, no SSI- 
SSP recipient will receive the 
credit unless he or she files 
a Fomi 540 tax return. The 
department is holding all 
such returns pending judicial 
determination and returns 
can bo filed for 1973 through 
1977 if filed before April 
15. 1978. 

When the case is settled, 
(he department will notify 
all claimants. And. if the 
court decides in favor of the 
SSI-SSP recipient, refunds 
will be issued with interest.
